AuJienuo," ami is so beautiful in de- 
bigu that I .shall not attempt a da- 
Hcription, but. ratbor. quote from 
BerusforJ s De.lhi: "Peculiarly set 
apart for tbo receptioo ol nobility ia 
a qnndrangle of modarutedimensious. 
Tlin building ia a very beautiful pa- 
vilion of white mirble supported on 
massive pillars of the same material, 
tlio wliolo of which, with the connect- 
| ing nrohes, is riohly ornaraonted with 
flowers of iulaid mosaic work of dif 
fere:.t colored stones and gilding. It 
is raised on n torraco Jour feet high, 
the floor of which is composed of 
11 if>.s of white nvirblo. 
Between each 


of tlio front row of ptllar.-t is a balus- 
trade of marble chastely curved in 
dsveral designs of perforated worlt.
